2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Baentsch, U. S. Patent 6,536,671. 
Per claim 8: 

A) Baentsch clearly teaches the claimed invention with figures 1 , 2A and 2B 
including monitoring a voltage level (Vcc) and judging whether the voltage level is 
in an operating area (normal power), operation forbidden area (no or non- 
operational power) or an operation waiting area (power failure voltage handler 
area supplied by capacitor 15), bringing the on-executing process into the waiting 
state without ending the process (figure 2A and bringing the contents of the 
executing process and/or the contents of the processors registers to persistent 
memory for re-starting the process at the stop point), ending the process 
(element 33 of figure 2A) and restarting the process in a waiting state (figure 2B) 
at column 7, line 32 - column 24.
